He Spots Them Waiting at

Pistols.

MARYVILLE, Mo., Sept. 15. — 


Harold Thornbrugh, sought for the 
killing of an Omaha policeman and 
three postoffice robberies, was shot 
end killed late yesterday in a fight 
with State Highway police in which 
Sergeant James S. Poage was seri- 
ously wounded. 

Poage is in a hospital here, a 
charge from the fugitive’s shotgun 
in the head. 
Physicians say he may recover. 

An anonymous message that 
Thornbrugh would call at the 
Maryville postoffice for a letter ad- 
dressed to “Jonn Dennis” had been 
received by Prosecuting Attorney 
Virgil Rathburn. He informed 
Sergeant Poage and Patrolman 
Paul Inman and sat with them in 
their automobile near the postof- 
fice to await the appearance of 
Thornbrugh. Sheriff Edwin Wal- 
lace and deputies were in another 
machine near the postoffice. 

Thornbrugh Spots Officers. 

Arriving at the postoffice, Thorn- 
brugh saw the automobile of the 
highway police and drove’ swiftly 
away northward on Highway No. 
“i. As the. patrolmen’s machine, 
Followed by that of the Sheriff, 
“overtook him, Thornbrugh opened 
fire with a shotgun. The exchange 
of shots continued for two miles. 

Thornbrugh ran his machine up 

én embankment. The patrolman 
stopped his automobile. Sergeant 
Poage fell into the highway, un- 
conscious. Inman drew his pistol 
énd started toward Thornbrugh, 
firing two shots. Thornbrugh sur. 
rendered after a bullet had struck 
him in the right chest. He died 
on “ag way to the Maryville Hos- 
pital. 
The letter, containing $25, was 
said to have been mailed by Thorn- 
brugh’s father who resides near 
Quenemo, Kan. Information that it 
had been mailed to Maryville was 
given by Kansas authorities, it 
Was stated, unofficially. 

Charges Against Thornbrugh. 

With his brother, Cecil, Thorn- 
brugh was wanted for the killing 
of Patrolman Otto Peterson at 
Omaha and for postoffice robberies 
at Le Loup, Harris and Prescott, 
Kan. Cecil Thornbrugh is in a hos- 
Pital at Ottawa, Kan., recovering 
from wounds inflicted by his 13- 
year-old brother-in-law when he at- 
tempted to visit his estranged bride, 
Esther McCormick, near Prescott, 
Kan., two weeks ago. 

Harold Thornbrugh was wounded 
in escaping after a physician, who 
’ ad treated his brother, notified 
\ansas authorities of his where- 
abouts. Last July 7, Harold Thorn- 
brugh shot Sheriff Wantland of 
Franklin County, Kan., while aiding 
his brother to escape from a road 
kang to which he had been sen- 
tenced for a liquor law violation. 
The Sheriff recovered.

Two Ousted as Members of Piumb- 
ers’ Union Reinstated But Will 
Go to Another Job. 
Work on the new Municipal Au- 
ditorium, suspended last Friday 
noon as a result of the dispute of 
the contractors with the plumbers’ 
union, will be resumed Monday, 
|Bert Boaz, president of Boaz-Kiel 
Construction Co., which is building 
the structure, announced today. 
The construction company or- 
dered cessation of work when it 
appeared the dispute with 12 union 
plumbers working on the building 
could not be settled immediately. 
The plumbers had demanded that 
two foremen over them, both union 
members, be discharged. 
When the construction company 
refused to fire them, the plumbers’ 
union ousted the foremen from 
membership. Under the terms of 
settlement, the foremen are rein- 
stated in the union, but will be as- 
signed to another job after their 
successors have acquainted them- 
selves with the auditorium job. 
Settlement of the dispute, brought 
about through the arbitration com- 
mittee of the Building Trades Coun- 
cil, means that 200 workmen of 
various crafts go back on the job 
Monday morning.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15. — A 
grant of $3,540,000 for a navigation 
dam and lock in the Mississippi 
River at Alton, Ill., is included in a 
list of 14 such projects for the Up- 
per Mississippi, announced today by 
Major-General] Lytle Brown as hav- 
ing received an apportionment of 
$22,000,000, granted by the Federal 


lic Works. 

The Alton project, designated as 
Lock 26, is the farthest south of 
the projects included in the appor- 
tionment. The 13 others, to each of 
which $1,420,000 was allotted, are 
at or near Winona, Minn.; La 
Crosst, Wis. (2 locks); Genoa, 
Wis.; lLynxville, Wis.; Dubuque, 
Ia. (3 locks); LeClaire, Ia,; Musca- 
tine, Ia.; Burlington, Ia.; Quincy, 
Ill.; and Hannibal, Mo. 

Bids will be asked for without de- 
lay, and the War Department esti- 
mates that the work will give em- 
ployment to about 12,000 men for 
one year. 

These locks, with four others for 
which a previous authorization of 
$11,500,000 has been announced, 
represent the plan of the army en- 
gineers for deepening the channel of 
the Upper Mississrppi to 9 feet, 
from the mouth of the Missouri to 
Minneapolis. 


j Indicates Approval of Start of $8,- 
’ 000,000 Project at Alton. 

Maj. William A. Snow, in charge 
of the district engineers’ office for 
the St. Louis district, said, on read- 
ing the foregoing dispatch from 
Washington, that it indicated ap- 
proval of the plan submitted by 
him, for a dam and locks at Alton, 
to cost about $8,000,000. The first 
allotment of $3,540,000 will be used 
in lock construction and prelimi- 
ary work, he said. 

Maj. Snow and other engineers 
yesterday presented the plans to 
Mayor T. W. Butler of Alton, and 
the Mayor called a meeting of the 
Alton City Council and Park Com- 
mission for tonight, to discuss the 
measures of co-operation which 
the city will be asked to take. 

Substitute for Grafton Dam. 

The plan for the Alton dam was 
offered by Maj. Snow to the depart- 
ment recently, with the recommen- 
dation that it be substituted for a 
proposed dam and lock a Grafton, 
Ill., just below the mouth of the 
Illinois River. He said other en- 
gineers, including Col. G. R. Spal- 
ding of St. Louis, agreed with him 
that the Alton project would render 
the Grafton work unnecessary, and 
would make it possible also to elimi- 
nate the Illinois River dam at 
Kampsville, Ill., which has been a 
source of trouble and heavy cost to 
the Government. 

Maj. Snow said work at Alton 
could be begun within a short time 
after receiving formal authorization 
from Washington. He _ estimated 
that the project would employ 700 
to 800 men, and that the dam would 
be about 2% years in building. The 
first work, he said, would be the 
construction of the locks and of an 
intercepting sewer made necessary 
by the work. At the same time, 
condemnation of the ground needed 
on the Missouri side would be in 
progress. 

The proposed Alton dam would 
be built about the foot of Alton 
street, 800 feet above the railroad 
bridge. It would be 2000 feet long, 
and would have two locks, one 600 
by 110 feet, for long barge tows, 
and the other 320 feet long, for 
ordinary river craft. 

Its only purpose, so far as an- 
nounced, would he to deepen the 
channel above Alton, and to create 
a lake which would add to the 
scenic beauty of Alton and _ the 
Piasa Bluffs region. No plan for 
hydro-electric development ‘has 
been made. 

Dam Would Deepen Channel. 

By the estimates of the Govern- 
ment engineers, the dam would 
raise the river to a stage of 21 
feet at the Alton water front. This 
would provide a depth of nine feet 
for 35 
miles upstream, or to a point sev- 
eral miles above Grafton. ‘ The 
stage of the Illinois River would 
also be affected to and above 
Kampsville. 

Land in St. Charles County, Mo, 
opposite Alton, and for some dis- 
tance north, would be inundated, 
but the engineers estimate that no 
ground of great value would be af- 
fected, and that the old town of 
Portage des Sioux, St. Charles 
County, seven miles northwest of 
Alton, would not be touched. Also, 
the Buff Line tracks and several 
industries along the tracks on the 
Illinois side would not be flooded. | 
By a coincidence, the high wa- 
ter of last May reached a 21-foot 
stage at Alton, and the principal 
flooding which resulted was of the 
low ground immediately opposite 
th. city, in the direction of West 
Alton, Mo. 

The engineers told Mayor Butler 
that the city would be asked to’ 
deed some ground on the river 
front, at Riverside Park, to the 
Government, as a base of ¢onstruc-

Customers’ Good Notes Put 
in Bank’s Portfolio to Re- 
place Worthless Ones and 


Fool Examiners. 


40 PCT. DIVIDEND 
PAID UP TO CRASH 


W. F. Arnett Tells: How He 
Kept Crawford County, 
Steelville, Depository Go- 
ing for Awhile.

Post-Dispatch. 
STEELVILLE, Mo., Sept. 15.—A 


bank cashier, for many years a 
leading citizen of Steelville and ac- 
tive in church and lodge work, to- 
day told the writer how he de- 
ceived bank examiners and his 
board of directors and covered up 
losses by falsifying the book rec- 
ord of assets in a futile effort “to 
save the bank.” 

The cashier, W. F. Arnett, signed 
a statement six days after the clos- 
ring of the Crawford County Farm- 
ers’ Bank, with which he had been 
connected for 33 years, admitting 
he had removed from the bank’s 


assets $67,721 of “worthless” notes 
and substituted in their place good 
notes which were the property of 
other persons and which the own- 
ers had entrusted to Arnett for 
safekeeping and collection. 

Closed Last Jan. 30. 

The bank was closed and placed 
in the hands of the State Finance 
Department last Jan. 30. Bank ex- 
aminers who took charge found 
that it owed depositors $317,144 and 
had bills payable, principally for 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion loens, of $89,136. Its total lia- 
bilities, including capital and sur- 
plus, were $577,622... The balancing 
statement of resources included the 
$67,721 of hidden “worthless” notes 
and $6011 of Crawford County war- 
rants carried. as assets but not 
found in the bank. Other assets in- 
cluded $313,698 of personal loans, 
$106,500 of real estate loans, $17,- 
000 in bonds and $25,463 in county 
warrants on hand. 

An audit of the bank has just 
been completed and the report to 
be filed within a few days is ex- 
pected to give some indication of 
what, if anything, the depositors 
may get from the wreckage. 

Paid 40 Pct. Yearly Dividends. 

The bank for years was regarded 
a one of the strongest and most 
prosperous rural banks in Missouri. 
It was capitalized at $25,000, had 
$75,000 surplus and $17,994 undivided 
profits. It had paid stockholders a 
10 per cent quarterly dividend, or 
40 per cent a year, on the par value 
of their stock, which was $100 a 
share. In the spring of 1932 the 
directors thought cash should be 
conserved and passed a dividend, 
but the following August dividends 
were resumed at the old rate. 

*n the circumstances the closing 
of the bank was ua shock which had 
not been in any way indicated by 
the splendid financial statements 
published from time to time by the 
cashier. 

Up to the time of the failure, the 
board of directors, the depositors 
and residents of Steelville in gen- 
eral had the highest confidence in 
Arnett, the cashier. He had started 
to work in the bank as a @erk in 
1900 and for 27 years had been its 


cashier. He was an outstanding 
member of (the Presbyterian 
Church, a_ teacher in the Bible 
; shool, a leader in the Masonic 


lodge and for 15 years had been a 
member of the school board. His 
wife and daughter, now grown, 
were active in community life. 
Arnett’s Statement. 

Attached to the minutes of the 
bank is a statement dated Feb. 6, 
signed by Arnett, containing the 
following admission: 

“Loans and discounts aggregat- 
ing $67,721.16 have been taken out 
of the active assets of the bank 
from time to time over a period of 
about three years, and which have 
been regarded by me as worthless, 
and other notes which had been 
previously sold to customers were 
placed in the note case without the 
knowledge or consent of anyone but 
me, for the purpose of deceiving an 
examiner or my board of directors 
as to the actual existing losses that 
were in the bank. Statements made 
to the representative of the De- 
partment of Finance and sworn 
statements made to the public did 
not reveal the actual conditions of 
the real estate loans, but always 
included in the amount of loans 
during this period of time were 
loans actually belonging to custom- 


oni Not Profit Personally. 

The statement said that none of 
the officers or directors had any 
knowledge of what the cashier was 
doing and that Arnett had not pro-

Movie Actress Says She 
Would Marry Again to 
Escape Judgment Award- 
ed Wife of A. C. Read Jr. 


HER ATTORNEYS ASK 


If Application is Refused, 
They Will Seek New Trial 


and If Denied — Will 
Appeal. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., Sept. 15.— 
Lawyers for Claire Windsor, movie 
actress, filed a motion in Superior 
Court today seeking to reverse the 
jury verdict requiring her to pay 
$75,000 damages to Mrs. Marian 
Read of Oakland, in the latter’s 
suit charging alienation of the af- 
fections of Alfred C. Read Jr., her 
divorced husband. 

The motion asked that judgment 
be given in favor of Miss Wind- 
sor “notwithstanding the jury’s ver- 
dict,” which was returned late yes- 
terday. 

Miss Windsor’s lawyers had said 
previously they expected to file a 
motion for a new trial next Mon- 
day and if this was denied, to car- 
ry the case to higher courts. They 
allege the evidence is insufficient 
and the damages excessive. 

The verdict against Miss Windsor 
was returned late yesterday by a 
jury of seven women and five men 
amid cheers and handclapping of 
courtroom spectators. 

“T have no money, and rather 
than go to work that Mrs. Read 
may collect, 1 will get married 


again,” Miss Windsor said with 
half a laugh. “I can’t understand 
it all.” 


“All I can say is that it is a 
shame,” Read said. “I testified it 
was my fault, and it was. I am 
awfully sorry for Claire.” 


Mrs. Read So Happy. 


“Oh, I am so happy,” Mrs. Read 
told the jurors. “Thank you, thank 
you all so much.” 

Read, in the witness chair, had 
shouldered the blame for Miss 
Windsor’s troubles when he admit- 
ted making love to her, posing as a 
single man, and then telling her he 
was separated from his wife and 
planning a divorce. He denied Miss 
Windsor had pursued him. 

Mrs. Read, in her testimony, ac- 
cused Miss Windsor of enticing her 
husband to leave her. The jury de- 
liberated three hours. The judg- 
ment was one of the largest of its 
kind recorded in Southern Califor- 
nia courts. 

Verdict From the Heart. 

“This verdict is certainly from 
the heart!” a juror exclaimed. 

“Well,” replied one of Miss Wind- 
sor’s attorneys, “you certainly were 
big hearted.” 

Two jurors, John Thomas Moore 
and Mrs. Ethel Finkenbinder, said 
they declined to vote « cent for Mrs. 
Read because they did not believe 
Miss Windsor has alienated the 
broker’s affections. Mrs. Mabel 
Henry said she was willing to vote 
no more than $1000. 

Nine of the jurors voted for the 
judgment. 

Thomas Thomas of Hollywood, 
foreman of the middle-aged jury, 
said the verdict was reached quickly 
but nearly two hours more were re- 
quired to fix the amount of dam- 
ages. 

“Read himself would have been 
reprimanded in our verdict if there 
had been any way to do so,” Thomas 
declared. “We felt that the defense 
had been entirely too hard on Mrs. 
Read.” 

Another juror said “they tried to 
crucify her.” 

The verdict was returned a few 
minutes after the jury had called 
for love letters and other exhibits 
in the case.

MUSSOLINI CURBS 
NEW COMPETITION 
TO INSURE PROFIT 


Industrial Expansion Restricted 
in Fields He Considers Al- 
ready Amply Served. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Sept. 15.—Premier Musso- 
lini has tightened control over 
Italian industry by setting up ma- 
chinery to keep out new competi- 
tion in fields which he considers 
already amply served. 

A committee whose permission 
must be obtained before any new 
industrial enterprise may be inau- 
gurated keeps a close watch on in- 
dustry as compared with the mar- 
ket. If, for instance, it finds there 
is not room for another competitor 
in the automobile manufacturing 
business, it refuses to permit instal- 
lation of any new plant. This as- 
sures the manufacturers against a 
further division of their field. 

Some time has elapsed since the 
plan was announced, but it has only 
now been put to practical applica- 
tion. Alberto Asquini, under-secre- 
tary of corporations, heads the 
committee. 

Representatives of several other 
government departments and of the 
principal Fascist employers’ and 
labor associations are members. 
Final word in matters of supreme 
importance always rests with Mus- 
solini, 


PLANE STARTS AS WOMAN 
IS CLIMBING IN, SHE IS KILLED 


Widow of Sir Robert Clayton-East- 
Clayton, Noted British Explorer, 
the Victim.

BROOKLANDS, England, Sept. 
15. — Lady Clayton - East - Clayton, 
noted young amateur pilot and the 
widow of the explorer, Sir Robert 
Clayton-East-Clayton, was killed 
today in an unusual airplane acci- 
dent here. 

The first report said that as she 
was entering the plane it started 
up. She tried to climb into the 
cockpit as the machine gained 
speed, but was thrown to the 
ground. As the plane turned over 
on its nose, her skull was frac- 
tured and she died shortly after 
being taken to a hospital. 

Police later credited witnesses as 
saying that Lady Clayton already 
was in the plane and was seen to 
fall from the cockpit as the ship be- 
gan to rise. The plane careened 
forward for about 25 yards and then 
overturned. . 

Sir Robert died last year from a 
mysterious germ disease contract- 
ed while on an unsuccessful air- 
plane and motor journey search- 
ing for a lost oasis in the Libyan 
desert a few months previously.

MISS PERKINS SAYS 
790,000 RETURNED 
10 JOBS IN AUGUST 


Labor Secretary Estimates |‘ 


Payrolls in 89 Industries 
Were Increased $12,000,- 
000 Under NRA. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—Secre- 
tary of Labor Perkins estimated 
today that 750,000 workers returned 
to jobs in August and that pay- 
rolis in 89 of the principal manu- 
facturing industries increased $12,- 
000,000, indicating “the success of 
the NRA and other efforts toward 
industrial recovery.” 

In a statement, she estimated 
380,000 found employment in fac- 
tories and 370,000 in 16 non-manu- 
facturing groups in August. 

The factory employment gain 
over that of July was 6.4 per cent 


and the payroll increase 11.6 per 
cent. 

She estimated a 2,200,000 gain in 
employment in both manufacturing 
and non-manufacturing industries 
since March, the low point. This 
was a gain of 29.9 per cent. Of this 
number 1,500,000 were factory work- 
ers, 

The payroll gain since March for 
factory workers was placed at $40,- 
000,000, a rise of 55.4 per cent. 

Interpreting her statement at a 
press conference, she warned that 
the figures should not be taken 
too literally because employment 
was still 28.4 per cent below the 
normal average in 1926 and pay- 
rolls were 48 per cent below those 
of that year. 


The August employment index 
reached the highest point in more 
than two years, and the payroll 
figure was the highest since De- 
cember, 1931. 


“Factory payrolls moved faster 
than employment,” Miss Perkins 
said, “indicating that purchasing 
power of factory workers was being 
to some extent revived.” 


Of the 89 industries surveyed, 81 
reported increased employment last 
month, and 83 had higher payrolls, 
compared with those in July. 


A total of 18,008 manufacturing 
establishments reported 3,187,674 
employes on their payrolls in Au- 
gust with combined weekly earn- 
ings of $60,351,490. The largest in- 
crease in employment was a sea- 
sonal gain of 55.2 per cent in the 
beet sugar industry. The locomo- 
tive industry reported a gain of 
82.9, and increases of more than 
20 per cent were reported in the 
confectionery, millinery, textile ma- 
chinery and typewriter industries,

Serious Rioting in Pennsyl-

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15. — Soft 
coal operators are trying today to 
reach an agreement on an NRA 
code for their industry by tonight. 
Disturbed by repogts of shooting 
and rioting in Western Pennsyl- 
vania’s strike area, President Roose- 
velt last night gave the operators 
just the 24 hours they requested to 


wind up negotiations. 

The operators renewed their con- 
ferences near last midnight, imme- 
diately after the White House meet- 
ing Secretary Ickes, Attorney- 
General Cummings and Hugh S. 
Johnson, NRA chieftain, also at- 
tended the White House conference, 
Johnson said today that “unques- 
tionably” the code would be ready 
or Mr. Roosevelt’s signature to- 
night. He said that when the com- 
mittee of operators resumed work 
this morning, “only about three 
points were left to be cleared up.” 
Thousands of miners in Pennsyl- 
vania’s bituminous coal “holiday” 
walked out because of delays which 
have held up expected pay in- 
creases. Mr. Roosevelt, through the 
code, wants to stop the strike by 
removing its cause. 


President’s Statement. 


After the White House confer 
ence, attended by his own indus- 
trial aids and spokesmen for the 
operators and miners, the President 
said in a statement: 

I have definitely outlined to- 
night the urgent reasons fcr im- 
mediate agreement on a coal code. 

Without exception the operators 
present representing the major 
coal areas and representatives of 
the United Mine Workers of 
America have given me their as- 
surance that the code in its pres- 
ent form is for the large part ac- 
ceptable and that in all human 
probability this code can be nego- 
tiated to a conclusion within the 
next 24 hours—in other words by 
Friday night. 

Furthermore, the wage agree- 
ments between the operators and 
the United Mine Workers are so 
close to being concluded that the 
same 24-hour period should bring 
them also to a successful end. 

In view of these assurances, I 
am awaiting the signatures to 
the code and the agreements. 


Proposed Code Changes. 


Operators who talked with the 
President were almost unanimously 
of the opinion there would be little 
trouble in reaching an agreement 
tonight. Mr. Roosevelt was repre- 
sented as employing an insistent 
rather than a “whip-cracking” at- 
titude. 

Details of the code under con- 
sideration were not discussed at 
the White House, but several 
changes from the previous admin- 
istration draft have been suggested 
by NRA officials. 

They have proposed a straight 
40-hour maximum work week in- 
stead of the 36-hour average orig- 
inally included. Tonnage rather 
than number of operators has been 
suggested as the basis of member- 
ship on the national bituminous 
coal board and in marketing 
agencies. 

The date for a conference on 
wage and hour revisions has been 
changed from Dec, 1 to Jan. 1,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15. — A re- 
versal on its policy toward milk 
marketing agreements was taken 
by the Farm Administration yester- 
day with the announcement that 
henceforth a 30-day trial period for 
future pacts would be established. 

During that time only the price 
to producers and maximum retail 
prices will be fixed. A study of the 
books of distributors, dealers and 
stores will be made meanwhile to 
ascertain price spreads. Heretofore 
some of the agreements did not al- 
low sale of milk at retail below a 


fixed price. 
The milk marketing agreements 


already approved, particularly that 
for Philadelphia, have caused the 
Farm Administration continuous 
trouble. The farmers said they 
weren't gettiag enough and the con- 
sumers sai they were being 
gouged. 

The Philadelphia agreement al- 
ready has been reopened and 
George Peek, Farm Administrator, 
eaid pacts now in effect would be 
reviewed also if necessary. 

“In effect,” he said, “the admin- 
istration is preparing to apply to all 
pending agreements and licenses 
the scrutiny now being given the 
Philadelphia agreement.” 


Principle of Plan. 


Describing the policy as 
“emergency plan,” Peek said 
basic principles were: 

Agreements, with schedules 
farm and retail prices, will be 
proved for 30 days. 

Licenses, which are more limited 
in scope than the agreements, -will 
be issued to distributors, dealers, 
and stores, etc., for this 30-day pe- 
riod. 

These licenses will require pay- 
ménts to farmers of the agreement 
price on the base-surplus plan. 

Distributors, dealers, stores, etc., 
will be required, under the license, 
to make reports within the 30-day 
period, giving evidence as to the 
justification of retail prices in the 
agreements. The administration 
will have full access to the books. 


No Retail Scale. 


The temporary licenses will not 
contain schedules of retail prices, 
but for protection of consumers 
during this period a maximum re- 
tail price will be provided. 

If data’ collected on the final pro- 
posed price schedules is satisfac- 
tory, they will be put into effect. 
Otherwise a hearing will be called 
to collect evidence on proper prices, 
but if it is unable to make up its 
mind the administration. will let 
the maximum prices for protective 
purposes stand. 

Peek said he did not think it was 
fair to the farmers to let them re- 
ceive low prices while retail price 
details were being worked out. 

The 30-day period will be tried 
out first in the case of the Georgia 
agreement which was sent to Atlan- 
ta Tuesday for signature. 

That pact calls for a price ‘o 
farmers of $2.50 for Class 1 milk, 
except in Augusta, where the price 
is $2.62. For Class 2, the price is 
$1.50 and $1.86 in Augusta. All 
prices are f. 0. b. per hundred- 
weight. 

The procedure is also to be ap- 
plied, Peek said, to other cities, 
where although an “emergency sit- 
uation exists,” agreements and li- 
censes have not yet been approved.

Arnett met the writer in a law- 
yer's office here and freely dis- 
cussed his troubles. 

“T am not running away,” he 
said, “and am doing all I can to 
help straighten out the situation.” 
He gave no excuse for his ac- 
tions except this, which he repeat- 
ed many times: “I was trying to 
save the bank.” He appeared wor- 
ried. He is 59 years old. 

“IT have given my life to this 
bank,” he said, “and have made 
lots of money for the stockholders. 
We got along splendidly until the 
depression came. I thought it 
would last only a short time and I 
didn’t want to interrupt the bank's 
good financial showing. 

“This is principally a stock-rais- 
ing country and many of our loans 
are to stock men. Every loan that 
I made was good at the time. But 
as stock prices went down the col- 
lateral, of course, was impaired. I 
saw that in many cases if I forced 
farmers to sell their stock to pay 
their loans they would not realize 
the amount of the loan. So I tried 
to help them carry their stock 
over, hoping for higher prices. In 
come cases I would extend addi- 
tional loans to buy feed. 

“But the next year prices would 
be lower and the borrowers worse 
off. Most of them could not pay. 
Rather than write off the losses I 
tried to carry these loans as good 
assets. I took new notes with chat- 
tel mortgages based on the lower 
prices of livestock. Then for the 
deficiency between the new note 
and the original I would take an- 
other note secured by a second 
mortgage.” 

These second mortgage notes, of 
course, could not be carried as as- 
sets of the bank. 

Used Good Notes to Hide Losses. 
“I just laid them back in the 
vault,” Arnett said, “intending 
when times got better to work 
them off. Meanwhile I used good 
notes belonging to customers to 
cover up the losses.” 

He explained that he would take 
notes from customers’ boxes or 
files and place them in the bank’s 
note case where they would be 
counted by the directors and bank 
examiners as assets of the bank. 
He was able to do this through 
the great confidence imposed in 
him by customers, for many of 
whom he handled large sums. Cus- 
tomers often asked him to invest 
money for them and to hold in the 
bank whatever securities or mort- 
gages he purchased.

I. C. C. to Bar Any Re- 
organization Plan Not 
Providing for Levies, |

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.— The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
was asked by Guy T. Helvering, 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
today to withhold approval of any 
reorganization of the. Missouri Pa- 
cific Railroad under the bank- 
ruptcy act which does not “ade- 
quately provide” for payment of 
$5,423,485 in back income taxes owed 
the Government by the road, its 
subsidiaries and affiliates. 

The Missouri Pacific, which has 
applied to the commission and the 
Federal courts for reorganization, 
also owes the Government $23,134,- 
800 in Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration loans, but Helvering made 
no mention of this item. 

After listing the income tax de- 
ficiencies, Helvering wrote Chair- 
man Farrell of the commission as 
follows: 

“It is requested that no plan or 
plans of reorganization be approved 
by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission which does not adequately 
provide for the payment of all taxes 
due the United States. 

“You are requested to advise this 
office whenever any plan of reor- 
ganization is filed with your com- 
mission and also as to any hearings 
by it with respect thereto.” 

Helvering said the road had out- 
standing deficiencies in income 
taxes for the years 1920, 1924, 
1925, 1926, 1928, 1929 and 1930, in- 
cluding interest, amounting to $3,- 
06,199, assessed June 1, last, and 
an additional tax of $227,387, with 
interest, for 1928, assesse Aug. 24, 
last. 

“There are outstanding additional 
income taxes of the New Orleans 
Texas & Mexico Railway, with in- 
terest thereon, amounting to $1,- 
187,206,” Helvering said, “and of 
$20,538 taxes and interest assessed 
against each of the following com- 
panies: International-Great North- 
ern Railroad; Beaumont, Sour 
Lake & Western Railway; St.

The outbreak in St. Louis County 
has appeared to be slackening for 
nearly two full weeks. A decline in 
the city—where the outbreak got a 
later start—appeared late last week, 
was interrupted by a_ recurrent 
wave of new cases over the week- 
end, and has reappeared in the last 
two days. 

Possibly of more significance than 
other city figures, the number of 
encephalitis patients at Isolation 
Hospital, reaching a peak of 110 
Wednesday, declined yesterday and 
again today to a current count of 
99 patients. Nine were discharged 
yesterday as recovered, and, like 
pthers in the St. Louis outbreak, 
“showed a gratifying absence of lin- 
gering effects.

The 
aged watchman told the officers, 
they said, that Taylor, who was 47 
years old, had knocked him down 
on the street several weeks ago, 
and yesterday “said he would do 
the same thing again, and jumped 
at me.” According to the police- 
man, Bowden explained when ar- 
rested: “I had to shoot to protect 
myself. He hit me.” 

Mrs. Margaret Kelley, mother of 
Edith, who was present with her 
son, Jerry, 5, when the shots were 
fired, testified she did not see Tay- 
lor strike her brother-in-law. There 
was loud talk and abusive lan- 
guage, but no blows were struck, 
she said. She related that she and 
the children had started to leave 
when the shooting occurred. 

Edith Mary, a blue-eyed blonde, 
said she had received from 10 to 
20 cents a day for washing dishes 
and cleaning house for “Uncle 
Charles.” On nights. when she did 
not go to her mother’s home she 
slept at the home of a neighbor, 
she testified. She is preparing to 
resume school next week. 

Mrs. Kelley, 46-year-old widow, 
said Taylor had worked for her at 
a restaurant she operated in Over- 
land. Wednesday evening they 
moved to 4566 Enright avenue, 
where she plans to open a res- 
taurant. 

Police records show that Taylor 
served a term in the Iowa State 
penitentiary beginning in 1922 on a 
seduction charge. He was picked 
up here several months ago on sus- 
picion and released.

LAMSON COUNSEL 
ATTACKS LOGIC OF 
STATE ARGUMENT 


Says If Defendant Had 
Tried to ‘‘Cover Up” He 
Could Have Done a Better 
Job.

SAN JOSE, Cal., Sept. 15.—The 
logic of the prosecution theory of 
the death of Allene Lamson was 
attacked teday by E. M. Rea, chief 


defense attorney, in continuing his 
argument to the jury in behalf 
of her husband, David A. Lamson, 
University publishing 
house representative, charged with 
murder. 

Rea argued on the alleged falla- 
ciousness of the State’s contention 
that Lamson beat his wife to death 
in the bath room of their Stanford 
campus cottage May 30 with the 
length of pipe taken later from the 
bonfire in the rear of the house, 
or with some similar instrument. 

Rea asserted if the State had 
proved its allegations of marital 
unhappiness in which the name of 
Mrs. Sara Kelley, Sacramento di- 
vorcee, was mentioned, it _ still 
would not have proved a valid mo- 
tive. 

Attacks State Expert. 

“If Dave Lamson had sought to 
‘cover up’ the evidence, couldn't 
he have done better than he did?” 
Rea asked. He argued that the 
nature of the wounds on Mrs. Lam- 
son’s head indicated they were 
made by something with a much 
larger surface than that of the 
pipe. 

Attacking the testimony of Dr. 
A. W. Meyer, Stanford anatomist, 
Rea said: “Dr. Meyer is not a 
practicing physician in California. 
He had a lot of nerve to come here 
and testify.” 

Whether the case would go to 
the jury today or tomorrow was 
problematical. 


Defense Rebuked by Court. 

Rea yesterday attacked Deputy 
District Attorney John P. Fitzger- 
ald for his many references in a 
previous addr2ss to the jury about 
the intention of the prosecution to 
be “fair.” 

“You weren’: locked up,” said 
Rea to the jury, “because they 
thought Mr. Rankin (associate de- 
fense attorney) and myself might 
reach you. They knew we were 
|far above that.” 

Prosecutor A. P. Lindsay object- 
ed and Judge R. R. Syer sustained 
him. Rea turned to the jurors 
a-ain. 

“You have been locked up for 
three weeks and in constant touch 
with the Sheriff’s office, and fa- 
vors may have been given——” 

Again there was a prosecution 
objection and Judge Syer said: 

“In other words, Mr. Rea, you 
are rebelling against the order of 
the court.”

U.S. FILES CLAIM 
FOR $38,800 TAX 
FROM BOOTLEGGER 


Lien Based on Allegation 
That Amount Is Due 
From Grady B. Barnwell 
on 1928-29 Income. 


An income tax lien for $38,863 
was filed in Federal Court yester« 
day against Grady B. Barnwell, 
West End bootlegger whose invol- 
untary tax payments in recent 
years have enriched the Federal 
Treasury by $12,877. 

The lien covers taxes, penalties 
and interest on 1928 and 1929 in- 
come. Barnwell should have paid 
a $5516 tax for 1928 and a tax of 
$14,879 for 1929, the Government 
contends. The penalties claimed are 
$2758 for 1928 and $11,159 for 1929, 
Interest on the unpaid 1928 tax is 
put at $1471 and for the following 
year, at $3077. 

Barnwell, whose address is given 
in the lien as 4137 Lindell boule 
vard, made two payments of Fed- 
eral income tax only when the 
Government seized funds in his pos- 
session. Last November he was ar- 


rested in his hotel room on Line¢ 
dell boulevard for questioning be- 
cause he had been spending money, 
with a freedom unusual even for a 
successful bootlegger. 

There were four $1000 bills in a 
safe in the room, and $1927 in his 
pockets. The Government seized 
this $5727, and also Barnwell’s new 
automobile, in partial satisfaction 
of judgments for taxes. One, for 
$7580, was for 1927 taxes, and the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue con- 
tended Barnwell should also pay, 
a judgment for $8135 for 1929 tax- 
es levied technically against H. E, 
Henson, his former chauffeur, and, 
the Government asserted, custodian 
of the bootlegger’s funds. 

When the first judgment was 
levied the Government seized $3950 
from Barnwell’s bank account and 
a safe deposit box which was held 
in Henson's name. Barnwell as- 
sured the Federal agents there was 
no money in the box and gave them 
permission to open it, but when 
it was opened they found there 
$3000 Barnwell’s wife had placed 
in it without his knowledge.

TO PRESIDENTS DEAD 


IKE’ HOOVER, USHER 
AT WhITE HOUSE, DIES 


Veteran Guardian of Door Re- 
fused Tempting Offers to 
Write Memoirs. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—Irwin 
H. (Ike) Hoover, 62 years old, 
White House chief usher, died of 
a heart attack at his home last 
night a short time after leaving his 
little office just inside the front 
door of the executive’: mansion. 

Hoover joined the White House 
staff, March 6, 1891, during the 
administation of President Benja- 
min Harrison. 

The President arranged to at- 
tend funeral services for Hoover 
tomorrow afternoon in the chapel 
of Glenwood Cemetery to be con- 
ducted by the chief of army chap- 
lains, Julian E. Yates. Mrs. Roose- | 
velt is returning from her camp 
in the Adirondacks for the services, 
and James Roosevelt, eldest son of 
the President, also is coming. 

Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt offered 
the White House for the service; 
but the family decided to hold only 
a very simple service at the ceme- 
tery. 

Hoover !s survived by his widow, 
a son and daughter. 

President Roosevelt said: “All of 
our family are deeply distressed” 
at a “tremendous personal loss.” 

“The nation too,” Roosevelt said, 
“has lost a true and faithful pub- 
lic servant, who during every ad- 
ministration since that of Prest- 
dent Harrison has given of his best 
to his Government.” 

The President telegraphed news 
of Hoover’s death to former Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Herbert Hoover; 
Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt, the wife 
of the former President; Mrs. 
Grover Cleveland Preston; Mrs. 
Woodrow Wilson; Mrs. William 
Howard Taft; Mrs. Calvin Coolidge 
and Mrs. Benjamin Harrison. 

Only yesterday Hoover recalled 
how he had been asked to write 
his memoirs, particularly of White 
House romances, and especially 
that of President Wilson. There 
were those who would have paid a 
lot of money for the “inside story,” 
but Hoover was not interested. 
The scandals of the Harding ad- 
ministration, he knew, would have 
made it very profitable for him to 
write of “behind the scenes” tale, 
but even after the principal figures 
involved were dead, Hoover con- 
tinued to refuse. 

Hoover went into the White House 
with the first electric lights and 
he remained to become a major 
domo extraordinary. All of the 
Presidents and their wives have 
been his friends. In reminiscent 
mood, he’ was talking of them all as 
he sat in his friendly little office 
yesterday. He spoke of Cleveland 
and his pretty young bride. He re- 
called how McKinley dressed form- 
ally on all occasions with long coat- 
tails, full as skirts; and Theodore 
Roosevelt, he said, usually appeared 
as well-turned-out as in the John 
Singer Sargent portrait of him in 
the hall. 

He told of how he himself used 
to wear spiked tails all day long 
until William Howard Taft intro 
duced a business-coated era at the 
White House. With a laugh, he ad- 
mitted that back in 1909, just be- 
fore Taft was inaugurated, he had 
purchased a brand new formal tail 
coat which he had never worn. He 
said he had had that coat ever 
since, never got any use out of it 
and could not use it now except for 
a fancy dress ball. 

He had told his wife, he said that 
he was going to be buried in it.

U. S. Official, However, Says 
They Are “Still Long Way 
From Parity.” 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15. — Dr. 
Fred C. Howe, consumer’s counsel 
for the administration, today re- 
ported a 47 per cent increase in 
farm prices between Feb. 15 and 
Aug. 15. His analysis said prices on 
things the farmer buys advanced il 
per cent in the same period. 

Taking the 1909-14 period as 100, 
Howe said the increase put the 
Aug. 15 index of farm prices at 72 
as against 112 for what the farmer 
purchases. 

“While we have reduced the gap 
between these two prices,” Howe 
commented, “we are still a long 
way from parity in prices for farm- 
ers. 

“Generally, the farmers are get- 
ting the benefit of the extra money 
consumers are paying out.” 

From a study of 41 municipalities, 
Howe listed variations in retail 
prices. He said consumers “might 
well ask their distributors why they 
must pay more than consumers pay 
elsewhere for these essentials.” 

Warns of Further Control. 

Dr. Howe ‘said that if improved 
prices are not maintained for prod- 
ucts over which there is no con- 
trol as to production and market- 
ing “it may be necessary to extend 
control arrangements” to them. 
He added that “for this reason we 
are watching every move of these 
prices.” 

A list of cities was made public 
in which the various products were 
said to have sold on Aug. 15, for the 
highest figure in all of the 41 mu- 
nicipalities studied in compiling 
the report. Dr. Howe asserted that 
“consumers there might well ask 
their distributors why they must 
pay more than consumers pay else- 
where for these essentials.” 

16 Food Prices Analyzed. 

Fifteen of 16 representative foods 
reported on, Dr. Howe said, “show 
higher prices to consumers on Aug. 
15, than on Feb. 15.” 

“We have analyzed changes in 
the farm prices of 13 of these and 
find that the margin between farm 
and consumer prices has changed 
only slightly if the processing tax 
of wheat (30 cents a bushel) is de- 
ducted from the margins on flour 
products. This tax will eventually 
be used for the benefit of the wheat 
grower.” 

The*sole product which declined 
in price during the period studied 
was chicken. The average retail 
price was reported to have dropped 
from 21.3 to 20.7 cents a pound,

GROWERS BY COUNTIES 


No Adjustments Will Be Made 
Until Entire Area Is Signed 
Up for Reduction, 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15. — Ad- 
justment payments to wheat grow- 
ers participating in the production 
control campaign will be made by 
counties under the plan of the 
Farm Adjustment Administration 
outlined yesterday by George Far- 
rell, associate chief of the wheat 
section. 

Farrell declined to predict a date 
for the first payments which he 
said would be forthtoming shortly 
after the first county has complet- 
ed its sign-up and its budget has 
been verified in Washington. 

No county among the more than 
1000 engaged in the wheat limita- 
tion project has completed its cam- 
paign, Farrell said. He understood, 
however, that one Kansas county 
virtually was ready to forward its 
data to the administration. 

Sept. 25 Last Day for Signing. 

The time for signing applications 
to participate in the acreage cut 
and consequent adjustment pay- 
ments has been limited to Sept. 25. 

Payments will be made without 
preference, farrell asserted, in the 
order counties complete their work 
and forward the evidence to the 
administration. 

The first payments will be 20 
cents a bushel on the portion of the 


growers’ wheat subjected to the 
processing tax, or about half of 
his total production. From this 
payment no deduction will be made 
for the cost of county organization 
work, “a 

The Farm Administration esti- 
mated. $135,000,000 accruing from) 
the processing tax would be paid 
wheat farmers if virtually all sub- 
scribed to the three-year effort to 
limit the crop to the demand. 

80 Pct. Sign-Up Necessary. 

Farrell said success of the crop 
control attempt depended on the 
participation of 80 to 85 per cent 
of the wheat growers. He had no 
figures on the extent of the par- 
ticipation. 

The 20-cent a bushel payment 
this fall, which Farrell indicated 
would begin within a few weeks, 
will be followed by a payment of 
eight to 10 cents a bushel next fall, 
on evidence the grower has com- 
plied with his contract. 

Acreage allotments already have 
been made to each wheat growing 
county. They were computed from 
the total domestic consumption of 
wheat, about 460,000,000 bushels. 

The growers’ individual allot- 
ment will be determined by the 
county wheat production control 
committee, which is also the agen- 
cy for distributing to the individ- 
ual the allotment payments.

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FILES $76,948 CLAIM 
FOR SGHOOL CHILDREN 


Board of Education Seeks Pre- 
ferred Status for Deposits 
in Closed Banks. 


Claims for $76,948 for school sav- 
ings deposits in the closed Savings 
Trust Co. and Natural Bridge Trust 
Co. weré filed in behalf of 10,614 
children through the Board of Edu- 
cation, school officials said today. 
The time for filing claims expired 
last month. Preferred status, call- 
ing for payment of the deposits in 
full, is sought for these claims, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Circuit 
Court. 

As a result of the closing of the 
banks last January, the Board of 
Education in June ordered immedi- 
ate abandonment of the school sav- 
ings system. 

There were nine other banks in 
which school savings were deposit- 
ed, all of which remain in business. 
Last January about 42,000 pupils 
had $184,162 on deposit in these 
banks. Since the system was 
abandoned these accounts have 
been on the same basis as other 
savings accounts. Last Tuesday, 
according to an inquiry by the 
Board of Education, the nine banks 
had left only 21,686 of the accounts, 
totaling $99,780. 

Liquidating officials reported to 
the board that there were 17,148 
schoo! savings accounts, totaling 
$86,137, in the Savings Trust Co. 
when it was closed. The board re- 
ceived claims of 9558 of these chil- 
dren, with deposits of $67,626, which 
it turned over to W. A. Lockett, the 
liquidating officer. Lockett said 
that several other school savings 
depositors had filed claims directly 
with him, which he included in the 
category of those seeking preferred 
status. He did not have figures on 


the amount thus filed. Claims were 


not filed at all for some school 6s 
ings accounts, he said. These aré 
chiefly the smaller accounts. 

In the case of the Natural Bridge 
Trust Co. 1056 claims were filed 
by children through the board, for 
$9321. A number of other children 
filed claims for $2014 directly, 
through the liquidating officer, 
which also were recorded as seek- 
ing preferred status. Some school 
depositors, with small] credits, did 
not file claims in this bank. There 
were possibly 2000 school depositors 
in this bank. 


The Circuit Court has not acted 
yet on the question of allowing full 
payment of the schoo] savings as 
preferred claims. No objections to 
this action have been filed, how- 
ever.

Counsel for Objectors Want 
to Know How $418,625 
For Reorganization Was 


Spent. 


Disclosure that the former man- 
agement of the Frisco Railroad set 
aside $418,623 to further a reorgan- 
ization plan which is opposed by 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration has led to an investigation 
by interested counsel to determine 
how the money was spent and 
whether it was part of funds bor- 
rowed from the R. F. C. 

When the road deposited the 
$418,000 in a New York bank fol 
its reorganization managers, July 
6, 1932, it had borrowed cash for 
current needs from the R. F. C., 
now a creditor to the extent of 
more than $5,000,000. An audit 
showed a balance of $265,630 on 
Dec. 1, 1932, a month after the 


road went into Federal receiver- 
ship, indicating withdrawals of at 
Jeast $152,982. Since then the 
readjustment managers have done 
considerable work on the plan, de- 
signed chiefly to bring it within 
the new bankruptcy law, under 
which the Frisco filed a petition for 
reorganization last May. 

At recent hearings before the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, it 
was contended the deposit was di- 
verted from funds borrowed from 
the R. F. C. Counsel for the R. F- 
C. described the plan as “a five- 
year bridge, leaving the ultimate 
financial fate of the road to be de- 
termined.” 

The hearings were adjourned un- 
til late this month, with the likeli- 
hood that other plans, more nearly 
meeting the wishes of the R. F. C. 
and other objecting creditors and 
perhaps including a proposal for 
consolidation of the Frisco and the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific 
Railroad would be presented. 

After the adjournment of the 
hearings, the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation applied to Fed- 
eral Judge Faris for appointment 
of “impartial” trustees to prepare 
anew plan. The application, pend- 
ing decision by Faris, asserted 
the railroad’s plan would leave its 
capital structure little changed, 
with no adequate demonstration 
that earnings would permanently 
support the structure. Counsel for 
the R. F. C. indicated they would 
not object to the naming of the re- 
ceivers, James M. Kurn, former 
president, and John G. Lonsdale 
banker, as trustees. 

The plan was originally drawn by 
the road July 6, 1932, date of the 
deposit of the $418,000, after the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
approved a loan of $1,800,000 from

First Step in Mayor’s Plan to Car- 
ry Out Spirit of NRA. 


Six hundrea employes of the 
Street Division are being given a 
five-day working week, as the first 
step in Mayur Dickmann’s plan ‘to 
place all city employes on the short 
week basis in the spirit of the na- 
tional recovery plan.

competing studios and the other 
requiring all negotiations fer 30 
days before expiration of stars’ con- 
tracts to be made known to the 
industry. 

Kahane Explains the Situation. 

“You can imagine the feelings of 
a temperamental artist,” Kahane 
said, “working for $1000 a week 
with the contract from some agent 
for $3000 in his pocket. The agents 
keep on buzzing and we who are 
paying the large salaries do not 
even get the benefit of the undivid- 
ed attention of our artists.” 

Kahane said the studio had two 
courses in such a case—to buy up 
the contract or adjust its own con- 
tract with the star to meet compe 
tition that may offer 10 times as 
much. 

Kahane said about 40 per cent of 
the West Coast payroll went to 
artists, directors, supervisors and 
others of the studios, not including 
executives. 

“Within this group getting the 
40 per ceut is a smaller group, a 
handful of artists who get from 
$500 to several thousand dollars a 
week,” he explained. “These few 
are the backbone of the movie in- 
dustry. It is for the purpose of 
protecting these valuable assets, 
this handful of artists, that we want 
to discuss these two articles in the 
code (the sections on “star-raiding” 
and agents’ “chiseling”.)

“These major companies are in 
financial difficulties, but they are 
offering to help by increasing sala- 
ries and reducing hours. All they 
ask in return is that you afford 
them some small relief—not from 
competition, for they expect that— 
but from this form of competition 
that is endangering the industry. 

“Any one or two or three agents, 
free from restraint, can wreck any 
one or two or three producers in 
Holly wood.” 

Sidney Kent, president of Fox 
Films, replied to the independent 
exhibitors’ charge that they did not 
have the right to buy first-run pic- 
tures. Kent said the movie indus- 
try was comparable to the automo- 
bile industry in which the manufac- 
turers choose distributors they be- 
lieve to be best able, financially re- 
sponsible and otherwise equipped to 
represent their products. 

“Every one of the important cir- 
cuits,” Kent said, “was built up by 
independents who turned around 
and sold them to the big distribu- 
tors. I wish,” he added, “that they 
had a lot of them back.” 

Kent said the physical restric- 
tions on making prints of first run 
pictures in quantity to meet a large 
demand also contributed to the rea- 
sons for making impracticable 
open-market distribution of first- 
run pictures. 

The position of the big studios 
and distributors in the exhibition 
field was defended by Nathan 
Burkan, New York theatrical law- 
yer. The large studios, he said, 
went “unwillingly” into the exhibi- 
tion field “as a means of protect- 
ing themselves and of showing their 
products. 

“We say,” said Burkan, speaking 
for the big producers and exhibi- 
tors, “that we want the right to 
choose our customers, to have our 
pictures shown under the most 
favorable auspices.” 

Abram L. Myers of the Allied 
States Association of Motion Pic- 
ture Exhibitors, an organization of 
independents, declared foreign pic- 
tures “generally not acceptable” in 
American theaters because the 
themes and characters were wn- 
familiar to audiences of this coun- 


The distributors were charged by 
Myers with including these foreign 
pictures in block bookings to in- 
dependent houses, although, hesaid, 
affiliated organizations of produc- 
ers or distributors were not re 
quired to take them. 

In addition to fighting for a pro- 
vision against 100 per cent block 
booking of independent houses, the 
independent exhibitors also pro- 
tested against the “forcing” of 
short subjects with featutfe pic- 
tures.

RAIN PREVENTS — 
BROWNS’ GAME 
WITH ATHLETICS

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 15.—Aft- 
er an all-day rain instead of the 
scheduled doubleheader as_ the 
opening of their !ast series of the 
season here, the Browns found 
their four games with the Athletics 
condensed into two: doubleheaders, 
one today and one tomorrow.

Manager Rogers Hornsby was be-

Street Says 


Breadon

JOPLIN, Mo., Sept. 15.—Charles E. Street, former manager 
of the Cardinals, resenting recent stories which told how Frankie 
Frisch was “another John McGraw,” and implied that Street and 
other leaders of the Redbirds had been too lenient with the men in 
the ranks, last night defended his managerial discipline and suid 
that owner Sam Breadon had vetoed a Street proposal that Frisch be 
fined $5000 during the 1932 season. 


Street explained that he was talk- 
ing now “because he was tired of 
being called soft and made the goat 
for the poor showing of the Card- 
inals during 1932 and the early part 
of this season.” 

“During 1932,’ the Old Sergeant 
said, “I did not feel that Frisch was 
giving his best efforts and I told 
Mr. Breadon that I thought he 
ought to be fined and suspended for 
the rest of the season and that I 
thought such action would be for 
the best interests of the club. He 
turned down my plan, pointing out 
that Frisch was a valuable asset 
and that he might quit the club if 
we took such drastic action. I told 
him the club would be better off 
even if he did quit, than we were 
with Frisch the way he was play- 
ing then, but my plan was vetoed 
and that is why I did not impose 
any fines thereafter. 

Wanted to Fine Dean.

In this modern game of football, no team can be expected to get 
very far along “Championship Row” without at least one set of good 
ends. Obviously, two such sets make for a situation twice as good. 
Such being the admitted case, it is hardly to be wondered at that 
much of the early attention of Coach Conzelman at Washington and 
Coach Walsh of St. Louis U. is being paid to the development of ef- 


ticient flankers. 

What makes a good end? ‘Well, 
consensus seems to be that a wing- 
man should have real speed for get- 
ting down the field on passes aud 
for downfield tackling; should be 
proficient in the use of hands. An 
end must be smart enough to vary 
his attack and must, of course, be 
able to handle a football easily. For 
this reason, converted baseball or 
basketball players are considered 
excellent end material in this Cay 
and age. The modern end should 
be tall and as big as possible for 
most of his work is done against 
opposing tackles. 

Should Be Big. 


They should”be at least as big as 
the tackles. As for the passing, 
many of the heaves are such as 
must be handled with the hands 
alone—practically all of them, in 
fact.

$40,000,000 EMERGENCY TAX 
ADOPTED IN NEW YORK CITY 


Untermyer’s Six-Month Relief Program In- 
cludes Levies on Brokers, Utilities and 
Savings Banks—Mayor’s Salary Cut. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 15. — The 
Board of Aldermen approved a $40,- 
000,000 emergency tax program yes- 
terday and the Board of Estimate 


voted to cut the salaries of its mem- 
bers, including Mayor John P. 
O’Brien. 


The Mayor, it is expected, will 


sign the six measures in the tax 
program without delay. The taxes 
are to remain in force only six 
months. 

The measures—which have 
brought threats of removal of secu- 
rity markets from New York—im- 
pose a 4-cent stock transfer tax, a 
5 per cent income tax on brokerage 
houses, a 1% per cent tax on util- 
ity earnings, a 5-cent tax on taxicab 
rides, a 50 per cent increase in the 
water rate, and a % of 1 per cent 
tax on assets of savings banks, life 
and fire insurance companies. 

The Association of Stock Ex- 
change Firms immediately prepared 
for an attack on the new tax and 
instructed counsel to proceed along 
a three-fold plan. 

First, an attempt to find a vulner- 
able spot in the enabling act passed 
by the Legislature empowering 
New York City to levy extraordi- 
nary taxes; second, a test in court 
if necessary on the question of 
whether the two taxes affecting 
stock exchanges are in accord with 
the enabling act, and, third, the 
contention that the taxes are un- 
just and confiscatory. 

The emergency program was 
drafted by Samuel Untermyer, fi- 


fnancial adviser to Tammany Hall, 


who followed up his plan for in- 
creased revenue with a demand to 
the Board of Estimate for salary 
reductions. Untermyer said every 
dollar was “ear marked” for re- 
lief. 

The Mayor’s pay was cut from 
$40,000 a year to $25,000, and sal- 
aries of the Board of Estimate pro- 
portionately, all effective in the 
1934 budget. 

The Board of Estimate also ap- 
proved reductions in the pay of 
Aldermen from $5000 to $2000. 

Untermyer assailed stock brok- 
ers for threatening to avert pay- 
ment of the transfer tax by open- 
ing an exchange in New Jersey. 

Untermyer said the prolonged 
booing of Mayor O’Brien by the 
Stock Exchange group in the NRA 
parade was prearranged, a charge 
denied by Chalmers Wood, marshal 
of the Stock Exchange division. 

“The fact that they (the parad- 
ers) tried deliberately to mar a 
great national outpouring,” said 
Untermyer, “and publicly to insult 
the chief magistrate of the city for 
doing his patriotic duty as he saw 
it, did not seem to matter to them. 

“I can imagine and sympathize 
with the self-respecting members of 
the exchange, who constitute the 
great bulk of its membership, at the 
exhibition of these dressed-up hood- 
lums.” 

Wood, writing to Grover A. Wha- 
len, NRA chairman in New York, 
said the “booing of Mayor O’Brien 
by a few irresponsible clerks of the 
Stock Exchange houses was en- 
tirely spontaneous.” 


ANOTHER U. S. SENATOR 
CALLS FOR INFLATION 


Immediate Expansion of Credit 
and Currency Urged by 
Fletcher,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15. — Im- 
mediate expansion of credit and 
currency was advocated in a state- 
ment today by Chairman Fletcher 
of the Senate Banking Committee. 
Saying farmers would benefit 


due to crop movements in the time 
just ahead, he joined Chairman 
Harrison of the Senate . Finance 
Committee in urging that President 
Roosevelt lose no time in making 
wider use of the inflation powers 
vested in him. 

The Fletcher views follow in part: 
“The reserve banks should be 
directed to buy not less than one 
hundred millions of Government 
bonds weekly, and the Treasury 
should issue a like amount of new 
Treasury notes with which to buy 
the bonds issued for the Public 
Works program. 

“The effect upon the public will 
be to accomplish the great result 
pointed out by the President in his 
inaugural address, which I para. 
phrase: ‘The greatest thing we have 
to fear is fear itself.’ 

“The people must be made to 
know that money in terms of both 
currency and bank credit shall not 
be beyond their ability to obtain— 
the fear and vacillating attitude of 
some bankers notwithstanding. 

“It is within the power of the ad- 
ministration through these two op- 
erations to drive credit and cur- 
rency from the cloistered shelter 
and security of investment in Gov- 
ernment obligations into the chan- 
nels of legitimate commerce and 
trade.”

Regulations, Effective Oct. 
1 and Intended to Raise 
Prices, Are Approved by 


President Roosevelt. 


FARM SALE WEIGHT 
IS BASIS OF LEVY 


Conversion Factors to Ar- 
rive at Figure on Manu- 
factured Products or Floor 
Stocks Are Fixed. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—Proc- 
essing taxes on virtually every type 
of tobacco were levied yesterday, 
effective Oct. 1, to finance the cam- 


paign for higher prices to growers. 

Regulations applying levies on 
cigar leaf, flue-cured, Maryland, 
burley, fire-cured and dark air- 
cured tobaccos were approved by 
President Roosevelt before they 
were announced by the Farm Ad- 
ministration. 

Each type of tobacco is assessed 
on the basis of its farm sales 
weight. There is a higher rate for 
each type, ounstemmed when 
processed to allow for loss of mois- 
ture from the time it left the grow- 
er’s hands and a still higher tax 
on stemmed tobacco at the time of 
processing. 

In addition, conversion factors to 
arrive at the tax on manufactured 
tobaccos or floor -stocks ‘were 
fixed. Retailers are allowed 30 days 
after Oct. 1 to dispose of stocks on 
hand and after that the levy ap- 
plies to them also if the tax on 
their goods has not already been 
paid elsewhere. 

Rates on Various Types. 

The tax rates for the various 
types are: Cigar-leaf, 3 cents a 
pound farm sales weight; unstem- 
med, 3.75, and stemmed, 5 cents a 
pound; Maryland, 1.7, 18 and 2.4; 
burley, 2, 2.3 and 3.1; fire-cured, 2.9, 
3.2 and 4.1; dark air-cured, 3.3, 3.8 
and 5.1; flue-cured, 4.2, 4.7 and 6.1. 

Theoretically, the tax is the dif- 
ference between the parity price 
and the market price of the partic- 
ular type of tobacco. Parity price 
as defined by the Farm Adjustment 
Act is the price at which tobacco 
must sell to have the purchasing 
power it had on the average in the 
period between 1919 and 1929. 

In the case of cigar leaf tobacco, 
the announcement said, however, 
that the full difference between 
market and parity prices had not 
been applied because a higher rate 
might result in accumulation of 
surplus stocks and consequent de- 
pression of farm prices of the cigar 
leaf. 

On the other kinds of tobacco the 
tax is about the difference between 
its selling price and parity, or the 
“fair exchange value.” 

All domestic and foreign-grown 
kinds of tobacco, “when processed 
into the production of cigars, che- 
roots, stogies and scrap chewing 
tobacco,” are defined in the regu- 
lations as cigar-leaf tobaccos. 

Foreign grown tobaccos other 
than cigar leaf, when processed in- 
to cigarettes, smoking tobacco, 
chewing tobacco or snuff are de- 
fined as flue-cure for tax purposes. 

Tax Returned on Exports. 

The tax must be returned, how- 
ever, on any tobaccos that are ex- 
ported and about 60 per cent of 
flue-cured is sent abroad. 

In arriving at the tax on tobacco

the purposes of fund collection. 

This is multiplied by 1.67 to ar- 
rive at the “farm sales weight,” the 
result being about 29 pounds on 
which a tax of 3 cents, the farm 
sales weight processing tax on cigar 
leaf, would be collected. 

The actual weight of 1000 small 
cigars was determined to be 2.75 
pounds. 

The conversion factor for scrap 
chewing and smoking tobacco was 
fixed at 1.10 for each 1000 cigarettes 
the factor is 183 per cent of the 
per pound processing tax on flue- 
cured; for each pound of granu- 
lated smoking tobacco 88 per cent 
of the per pound processing tax 
on flue-cured; for smoking tobacco 
other than granulated, 59 per cent 
of the per pound processing tax on 
burley; for each pound of chewing 
tobacco other than plug, 81 per 
cent of the per pound processing 
tax on dark air-cured. 

The conversion factor for each 
pound of snuff is 102 per cent of 
the per pound processing tax on 
fire-cured. 

The vegulations fix conversion 
factors to be used “in the event 
anyone entitled to a refund estab- 
lishes the fact that any article is 
processed wholly or in chief value 
from a kind of tobacco other than 
that represented by the listed con- 
version factor or to contain more 
or less of the kind of tobacco rep- 
resented by the listed conversion 
factor.”

Furthermore, he announced that 
effective Oct. 1, the corporation's 
basic lending rate to banks, mort- 
gage and insurance companies and 
other borrowers would be reduced 
from 4% to 4 per cent. This is the 
fourth cut in interest since the 
corporation began business, first 
loans being made at as high as 6 
per cent.

Dr. Julius Klein, who was Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce in the Hoover administration. He says the 
recovery program enables business men to do upon a 
wholesale plan, with the backing of the Government, 
what they have been attempting for years to do piece- 
meal. Owen Young, president of the General Electric 
Co., says that what we are doing has been the ambi- 
tion of wise business for a generation; that we could 
not bring ourselves to abandon the old system until 
we were hurt, and hurt badly; that we must learn to 
live in a new way, a way in which the NRA is the 
first experiment: that some part of what we are 
doing need be only temporary, but that in principle it 
will aid us always. 

Some years ago, Mr. Ford established a minimum 
daily wage of $5. It is quite well known that he did 
this because he was manufacturing an automobile 
for the masses. The masses could not buy Mr. Ford’s 
automobile without money. Had all industry been 
as far seeing as he was, it is unlikely that there 
would ever have been any such paralysis of industry 
as that which has afflicted the country for four 
years. Unhappily, what was worthy of emulation in 
Mr. Ford met with little beside the jeers of his fel- 
low industrialists. 

The theory that the people must have a fair share 
in the national wealth, that without it they cannot 
absorb the product of mass production, is not in dis- 
pute. When industry was enormously profitable, it 
devoted a considerable part of its excess earnings to 
plant enlargement, so stepping up production. It 
distributed in dividends and bonuses to a few people 
earnings which were thus deprived in part of their 
purchasing power. It was unwittingly contributing 
to its own destruction. 

The paradox of want in the midst of plenty is as 
old as when Nehemiah was a governor in Judea. In 
an industrial civilization it is immensely intensified. 
The 80,000 unemployed who assembled in Cadillac 
Square at Detroit on May day, 1932, had no counter- 
part in any agricultural civilization. They came out 
of the automobile factories of Detroit. As a matter 
of fact, the unemployment situation in Detroit 
throughout the depression has been as ghastly a story 
as was ever told. So had the greatest of all our 
industries, the most sensational in its rise, the most 
promising in its auguries, fallen upon the evil of its 
own unwisdom. 

, The spectacle of Mr. Ford, who certainly has never 
lacked vision, sulking in his tent like Achilles, turn- 
ing his back upon a battle that would have inspired 
Homer, is naturally puzzling the nation. Is not the 
purpose of the Recovery Act precisely what Mr. Ford 
has always thought? Is not this exactly the way in 
which he sought to project the nation years ago? Is it 
not as true now that people must have money with 
which to buy their own artifacts as it was when Mr. 
Ford startled the country by announcing the $5 min- 
imum? dZIs not the Recovery Act attempting to do 
upon a large scale what Mr. Ford did upon a small 
scale? Are the two things not identical in substance? 
Do they not stem from the same stock? Can the fac- 
tory run unless the people can buy? Can the people 
buy without money? 

Mr. Ford’s failure fully to co-operate with the Gov- 
ernment in the recovery plan associates him with ele- 
ments unworthy of that association. What has he 
ever had in common with the exploiters of child 
labor? When did he ever operate a sweatshop? Yet 
all thet part of industry and business which has sus- 
tained and perpetuated these and kindred iniquities 
is applauding Mr. Ford's recalcitrance and deriving 
strength from his opposition, In the first of our 
great employers to exert his power for the uplifting 
of the masses, they claim justification for their un- 
worthy selves. : 

We are sorry to see it. We hope to see Mr. Ford 
right himself. We hope to see him dissociate his pres- 
tige from all that greed and avarice which would at 
last defeat even industry itself. We are quite aware 
that his unusual independence has at times served 
him and the country well. We fully realize that 
what the Government asks Mr. Ford to do is to ask 
a great deal of the most individualistic of all our 
captains of industry. 

But necessity is no respecter of men. It tannot. 
except the least of us. It cannot except Mr. Ford. 
His power and example should be on the side of re- 
covery. He has a great opportunity.

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A SENSIBLE ECONOMY. 


A month ago it was announced that President 
Roosevelt had made up his mind to reduce the num- 
ber of army posts in behalf of economy and effi- 
ciency. That decision is going to be carried through. 
A plan has been approved to do away with some 50 
military establishments. An expenditure of about 
$50,000,000 will be required to effect the necessary 
consolidations, but this outlay will be small in com- 
parison to the long-run savings brought about. 
Here, as in the case of the war pension grab, we 
have the first instance of a President with stamina 
enough to put through an economy designed to bene- 
fit the people as a whole. It has been known for 
decades that many of our army posts are utterly 
worthless from a military standpoint. Yet no one 
would dare to close them up, Members of Congress, 
more concerned with being re-elected than in elim- 
inating needless governmental costs, have joined one 
another in keeping useless forts and camps on the 
maintenance list. 

A map of our military establishments shows how 
sorely the whole set-up needs the overhauling it is 
now going to receive. Oregon, which looks toward 
what the Hearst press would like us to regard as | 
enemy Japan, apparently feels secure with only one 
army post. Yet its neighbor to the north, Washing- 
tou, with no more coast line, has 12. One city, Port- 
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and Delaware together have eight posts, more than 
the number in Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and 
Pennsylvania, with 33 times the population. Scat- 
tered throughout the West are forts which exist 
today solely because they were established during 
the campaigns against the Indians in the last century. 

The community which finds itself scheduled to lose 
its army post will do well to think twice before it 
protests the President’s plan. A job which has need- 
ed doing as long as this one has should go through 
without a hitch, now that we have a President who is 
willing to do it. 
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MILK AS A PUBLIC UTILITY. 


A new approach is being made to the difficult 
problems of milk marketing, by the radical device of 
treating milk as a public‘utility, subject to state reg- 
ulation and control. New York’s law placing milk 
in that category, was the first of its kind in this 
country, and it recently has survived a test in the 
Court of Appeals, which held that it falls within the 
State’s police power. Similar laws have been passed 
in Wisconsin, New Jersey, Ohio and Connecticut. 

New York’s law could hardly be considered a howl- 
ing success. Within a few months, it has provoked 
two bitter milk strikes on the part of farmers, in 
whose interest the law was passed. Under it, a 
board of three men is given authority to fix milk 
prices, and to allocate the amounts to be received by 
farmer and distributer. The law does not attempt to 
control production. 

A more auspicious milk control experiment, if, in- 
deed, it has not. already progressed beyond the ex- 
perimental stage, is taking place in the Canadian 
province of Manitoba, and is described in detail by 
James E. Boyle in a recent issue of Barron’s Weekly. 
While our milk problems revolve around the per- 
sistent presence of milk surpluses, the problem in 
Manitoba arose from a milk shortage. 

Early in 1932, Manitoba made milk a public utility, 
and placed it under the jurisdiction of the Municipal 
and Public Utility Board, with power to fix prices all 
along the line and to contro] production. The board 
fixed the price to the farmer at 3.08 cents a quart, to 
the consumer at 8 cents, and the spread to the dis- 
tributer at 4.92. This gave the farmer 38% per 
cent of the price to the consumer, a considerably 
larger percentage than farmers in our country were 
getting. 

With unfair competition on the part of distributers, 
the board deals boldly. When one large store dis- 
rupted the whole price structure in Winnipeg by 
selling milk on the cash-and-carry basis, though it 
handled only a tiny fraction of the city’s total milk 
supply, the board geduced its 3-cent differential to 2 
cents, and forbade the store to sell milk as a bargain- 
price leader. As to control, each distributer is given 
a quota which he may not exceed, and the output of 
the farmer is also regulated. 

The Manitoba plan is working very satisfactorily, 
and many persons interested in American milk prob- 
lems are watching it to find a possible solution that 
we could use. 
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AMBASSADOR WELLES STAYS IN CUBA. 


The decision of the Roosevelt administration, an- 
nounced by Secretary of State Hull, to keep Ambas- 
sador Sumner Welles in Cuba is a wise one. If the 
post of representative of the American Government 
at Havana has been trying during the recent weeks 
of turmoil, it will be hardly less difficult in the 
months to come, during which our island neighbor 
will attempt to put its badly upset house in order. In 
& constructive sense, the Ambassador’s job has only 
begun. Mr. Welles, as we remarked at the time of 
his appointment in April, is admirably fitted for the 
task. He is a veteran of the State Department, one- 
time head of its Latin American division, and Cuba 
has been one of his special interests. To have re- 
moved him and placed in his stead Jefferson Caffery, 
who is well known to the American bankers and oil 
men with interests in Colombia, would have been to 
effect an unfortunate exchange. With American cap- 
ital so heavily invested in Cuban sugar, our Ambas- 
sador at Havana needs to be a man who sees his re- 
sponsibility in terms of the welfare of both peoples 
and not from the viewpoint of minority groups. News 
that Ambassador Welles will stay on the job, in itself 
can be counted on to brighten the Cuban outlook. 
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POETRY’S FUTURE ASSURED. 


Those who joined us a year ago in the hope that 
a way would be found to tide Poetry: a Magazine of 
Verse. over its increasing financial difficulties will 
be glad to know that this brave, little yellow-backed 
journal's future is assured. Miss Harriet Monroe of 
Chicago, who founded it 22 years ago and has been 
its editor ever since, can now announce that the 
Carnegie Foundation has provided support which will 
enable ber to go on without worrying about who would 
meet the bills. Poetry has earned such security by 
dint of the hardest literary labor. Its two decades 
have been so many years of constant struggle. 
Through its small pages, Miss Monroe presented 
many unknown names to the world—names like Carl 
Sandburg, James Branch Cabell, Joyce Kilmer, Vach- 
el Lindsay, Sherwood Anderson and Ernest Heming- 
way. She founded it primarily in order to give ex- 
pression to aspiring poets who were without recogni- 
tion, and she has kept it true to that plan through 
the years. The Carnegie Foundation awards its sub- 
sidy to a thoroughly good cause. 
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BID PEDDLING. 


One of the ideals of the Construction League of 
America, since its inception last year, has been to pro- 
hibit the practice known as bid peddling. Business 
Week defines it as “playing one bidder against an- 
other, more or less surreptitiously—giving high and 
favored bidders a chance to cut under better bids.” 
It is otherwise known as the curse of the construc- 
tion industry. 

Enactment of the NIRA gave the Construction 
League its opportunity and, in the master code sub- 
mitted by it, is a section barring adherents from 
engaging in, or being party to, bid peddling. It is 
expected that approval of the master code will cause 
an avalanche of related codes, and that 200 industries 
or groups will subscribe to the master code’s basic 
provisions, while, in sub-codes, making special pro- 
visions for their own pecularities. 

If the Construction League's hope is realized, name- 
ly, that bid peddling and other unfair practices are 
barred, it will mean a new day for contractors and 
manufacturers. As it is, political and other kinds of 
favoritism operate to beat bids down to the point 
where the inevitable result is poor workmanship, 
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The Evolution of Public Opinion

isted in great crises. But in the larger 

states the crisis had to be of the first 
magnitude; only in the small states and na- 
tions was public ppinion of really frequent 
appearance until the nineteenth century. The 
third fact governing its development has 
been the progress of communication and 
transportation. 

Indeed, it has been commonly but errone- 
ously supposed that, until very recent times, 
there was no public opinion, because the 
means of communication were so utterly in- 
adequate that no information of events was 
available. This is not true. By some means 
which we do not understand, the people at 
large received the news of great crises and 
major events before the governments knew 
of them. The news traveled faster than 
horses or men. 

The news of the Persian invasions of 
Greece reached Athens before the runners. 
When Hannibal crossed the Alps, the news 
reached Rome before the messengers. So 
Harold in northern England learned that 
William the Conqueror had landed before his 
supporters had time to send him word. In 
the American Revolution, Dawes left for 
Concord on a fast horse the moment the 
British movement was decided upon; Paul 
Revere was immediately to precede the Brit- 
ish column. But the news was in Concord 
long before Dawes arrived. Nor was this 
sort of information limited to invasions. 

* * 2 

Still, in general, public opinion was cre- 
ated in the past centuries by word of mouth, 
by speeches, meetings and by men sent out 
to inform the people. This was especially 
simple and effective in the small Greek and 
Roman city states. Demosthenes, Cicero and 
other, ancient orators did mold, create and

and could and did reach a majority of the 
citizens. The theater was intentionally used. 
Aristophanes personalized public opinion as 
Demos, a rough, uncouth, ignorant fellow, 
and our cartoons and comics, still show the 
influence of his wit. Demos in one play is 
enjoying the attempts to influence him and 
says, “Sing to me the one about my being an 
eagle in the clouds.” 

Rienzi established himself in control of 
Rome in the fourteenth century by speeches 
to the people in the streets. He believed it 
possible to unite all Italy into one grand 
republic. Savonarola became the dominant 
figure in Florence by sermons. 

= * . 

But nation-wide and even European-wide 
campaigns were successfully carried out by 
the spoken word. Undoubtedly the greatest 
were those which created the Criisades. St. 
Bernard traveled over Europe, preaching, 
exhorting, from village to village, from town 
to town, and produced an effect which, for 
generality and depth of conviction, has not 
often been equaled in modern times. Peter 
Waldo of Lyons sent out his disciples to 
preach the reform of the church in the 
twelfth century and did create an enormous 
impression throughout Central and Southern 
Europe. The Franciscans and Dominicans 
were organized to support the church by 
similar preachers and reached the public 
mind and prevailed. Wycliffe attempted to 
reform the church in Engiand by his preach- 
ers. His appeal was to the man in the street 
and immense numbers were influenced. 

Then in the fifteenth century came the 
printing press. The Renaissance and the 
Reformation were carried on by the printed 
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word but not wholly. Unfortunately, the in- 
fluence of the printing press was limited to 
the people who could read. Luther perforce 
spoke and disputed publicly with indefatiga- 
ble vigor and effect. Henry VIII's visitors 
preached and lectured from one end of En- 
gland to the other. Knox spoke in nearly 
every town in Scotland. So did Zwingli and 
Calvin in Switzerland. The small countries 
and states were reached and converted; the 
large were not. Still it should be remem- 
bered that the railroad and telegraph have 
not yet made France, Italy, South Germany, 
Austria or Spain Protestant. The difficulty 
was not altogether that of communication. 
The public opinion of those countries de- 
cided in favor of the Pope and still remains 
loyal. 


Not until 1850 did the great changes in 


communication come which were to make 
possible a new development of public opin- 
ion. In the whole range of history no truly 
great change of importance-to public opin- 
ion had happened. The Roman Emperor, 
Constantine, was in England when informed 
of his election. It took him exactly the same 
length of time to reach Rome that it took 
Sir Robert Peel in 1834 to travel from Rome 
to London to assume the prime ministership 
of England. In fifteen centuries, communi- 
cation had made no progress. P 

In the next 15 years, the railroad arrived 
to conquer space and the telegraph to anni- 
hilate time. By 1850 both were sufficiently 
developed and general to become effective. 
With them appeared the multiple printing 
press operated by steam to make the cheap 
daily newspaper possible. The new railroads 
distributed it daily throughout the country. 
The penny post in England in 1839 was soon 
copied generally and was a most important 
addition. 


Now for the first time communication and 
transportation furnished a basis for a real 
public opinion as we know it. Public infor- 
mation became extended and complete on 
something besides crises. The whole normal 
life of the community could be spread before 
it daily. Another great condition had been 
achieved: the general public was now for 
the first time able to read the news. The 
spread of education had become general. So 
in nearly all Europe and America the funda- 
mental prerequisite of an active, general 
public ‘opinion had been achieved—an ex- 
tended public knowledge of national affairs, 
large and small, 

For the first time the large nations shared 
almost equally with the small in the ad- 
vance. So far as news is concerned, the tele- 
graph not merely annihilates time but also 
completely disregards space. France and, in 
particular, Germany and Austria-Hungary 
had developed‘public opinion more slowly 
than had England or Holland. The area was 
too large, the population too numerous to be 
as easily, rapidly,and effectively reached by 
the older methods, except when great crises 
shook the nation and compelled and received 
attention. :

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WASHINGTON, Sept. 15. 
CORES of bitter complaints are

workers all over the country re- 
rting deliberate evasion and vio- 
lation of NRA codes. 
These charges, incidentally, are 
becoming sO numerous and pro- 
ounced that NRA executives are 


ew fnaking plans for a vigorous coun- 


ter attack. It is Gen. Johnson’s in- 
tention to make a public example 
of some big violator by “cracking 
down” on him with the full weight 
of thy Government’s mailed fist. 

Here are a few of the most re- 
cent cases of employer-chiseling re- 
ported to the NRA: 

A large Pennsylvania mill em- 
ploying girl workers agreed to pay 
them the minimum wage fixed in 
the industry’s code. It paid this 
rate for several weeks. Then the 
oreman told various new workers 
hat their work was so unsatisfac- 
tory that the factory could not af- 
ford to pay the code wages. He 
added, howevcr, that the company 
didn't want to dismiss the girls out- 
right and made a counter proposal 
—that they go on a piece-work 
basis. The result was wages of 
only a few dollars a week and com- 
plete undermining of the code. 

A Southern mill is accused of an- 
othc- device for circumventing the 
law. Every so often it announces 
that it is closing down. A day or 
so jater it resumes operations. But 
in rehiring the hands, they are 
compelled to go on an apprentice 
basis at a wage appreciably below 
the code minimum. 

This is one reason labor leaders 
claim the only means of enforcing 
the NRA is through unionization. 
Dniy strong unions in every indus- 
try can do the police work neces- 
sary to prevent chiseling. 


Sticking. 
HOSE members of Congress 
T who have been privately sharp- 
ening their hatchets in anticipa- 
tion of hacking the NRA next Jan- 
uary are going to face an able ad- 
versary.

President’s recovery program.” 


2 Pct. Margin for Banks. 


Borrowers under the short term, 
3 per cent interest plan will be re- 
quired to relend to manufacturers 
and merchants at a rate not ex- 
ceeding 5 per cent, thus allowing 
the bank a margin as high as 2 
per cent. 

“Such loans by the R. F. C. may 
1: collateraled,” Jones said, “by the

Huge Reserves in Banks. 


While the Federal Reserve Board 
has been endeavoring to improve 
credit conditions by buying Gov- 
ernment securities from the b_nks 
and thus providing them with cash, 
the banks are piling up huge excess 
reserve deposits with the. funds 
thus acquired.

Bankers’ Association that its mem- 
ber respond to the credit needs of 
industrial operations under. the 
NRA, the Reserve System bought 
$37,000,000 worth of Government se- 
curities and member bank reserve 
balances increased $103,000,000. 
These figures were made public in 
the regular weekly statement of the 
Federal Reserve System, covering 
the week which closed Wednesday 
night. 

Treasury officials estimated that 
for the entire nation, the banks 
have on deposit with the Federal 
Reserve $600,000,000 more than is 
required by law, money that is 


available to them for loans to in- 
dustry. 
What the Law Requires. 

The law requires that member 
banks deposit with the Reserve 
System an amount equal to 13 per 
cent of their net demand deposit 
plus 3 per cent of their time de- 
posits. 

In New York the figures showed 
demand deposits totaling $5,296,- 
000,000, and time deposits, 761,000,- 
000. A Reserve Bank balance of 
about $711,000,000 would be suffici- 
ent to cover the stipulations of the 
law. Instead, the reserves total 
$903,000,000, an excess of $192,000,- 
000 that could be lent to industry 
in the New York area. 

In Chicago the reserves amount- 
ed to $330,000,000, while less than 
half that amount, $141,000,000, was 
necessary. Thus the excess for the 
two cities was $333,000,000, which 
led Treasury officials to believe 
that their estimate of $600,000,000 
for the entire country was con- 
servative. 

Home Owners’ Loan Securities. 

In the effort to aid banks, es- 
pecially those now restricted or 
closed, the Government enlisted the 
Government enlisted the assistance 
of the Home Owners’ Loan System 
and Farm Credit Adiministration to 
supplement the R. F. C.’s capital 
stock purchases and formation of 
the Federal Deposit Guaranty Cor- 
poration. 

J. F. T. O’Connor, Comptroller of 
the currency, has ruled national 
banks may hold Home Owners’ 
Loan securities in their portfolios 
and was expected to make a similar 
ruling covering the Farm Adminis- 
tration’s paper. Each are author- 
ized to issue $2,000,000,000 in bonds 
with the interest, but not the prin- 
cipal guaranteed by the Govern- 
ment. 

It was said O’Connor’s ruling 
would enable a bank to exchange 
slow first mortgage paper for an 
equivalent amount of the bonds.

Among the requests of the week 
are those for a “specially good 
frozen fruit salad” and chocolate 


russe. 

We think this salad recipe one of 
the most delicious we know. And 
we confess a weakness for this par- 
ticular charlotte russe because it 
is flavored with chocolate. 

Frozen Fruit Salad. 

Mix together four tablespoons of 
sugar, one teaspoon salt, one-half 
teaspoon prepared mustard, one 
and a half tablespoons flour, one 
egg, one-half cup pineapple juice, 
one-fourth cup orange juice and 
one-fourth cup vinegar. Blend well 
and cook over hot water until 
thick, stirring constantly. Add one 


tablespoon butter and cool. Fold 
in one cup whipped cream. 
Adc two bananas, sliced, four 


large ‘slices pineapple, diced and 
six Maraschino cherries, chopped. 
Place in deep tray of automatic re- 
frigerator and freeze until hard 
efiough to slice. Serve on lettuce 
with cream mayonnaise. 
Frozen Charlotte Russe. 

Two teaspoons gelatine, one cup 
chocolate flavored syrup, three ta- 
blespoons cold water, two dozen 
small lady fingers, one pint whip- 
ping cream. 


Soften the gelatine in the cold 


water for five minutes. Scald one- 
half cup cream, remove from fire, 
add softened gelatine and stir until 
dissolved. Cool. Whip the re- 
mainder of the cream until stiff. 
Then very slowly add the gelatine 
mixture and the chocolate syrup, 
beating constantly until the mix- 
ture is well blended. 

Line the bottom and sides of a 
freezing tray of an automatic re- 
frigerator with halves of lady fin- 
gers and pour over them the choco- 
late mixture and place remaining 
lady fingers on top and freeze. 
Whipped evaporated milk may be 
used instead of cream. Serves eight. 


RAISIN COOKIES 


Three-quarters cup shortening. 

One cup sugar. 

One egg. 

One-third cup milk. 

Three and a half cups sifted flour. 

One teaspoon cinnamon. 

Half teaspoon cloves. 

Half teaspoon salt. 

Half teaspoon soda. 

One cup seedless raisins. 

Two cups flaked corn cereal. 

Cream shortening, add _ sugar, 
beaten egg and milk. Sift flour be- 
fore measuring then sift again with 
spices, salt and soda. Add to first 
mixture with raisins and flaked 
corn cereal. 

Roll dough thin, cut into rounds 
with a floured cutter, place on a 
greased baking sheet and bake in a 
moderate oven about 10 minutes. 


BROCCOLI SOUP 


Put the leaves from the heads 
of broccoli with the smaller and 
more tender stems in a saucepan. 
Wash thoroughly, drain and bare- 
ly cover with boiling water. Boil 
for 25 minutes until tender. Drain, 
saving the juice. Chop fine, then 
rub through a puree strainer 
sieve and add juice. 
ful of this mixture add two cups 
milk, one teaspoon salt, a little 
pepper, one teaspoon grated onion, 
three tablespoons butter and one- 
half teaspoon sugar. 

Heat to boiling point, then thick- 
en with three tablespoons flour 
mixed to a smooth paste with about 
one-third cup cold water. Let boil 
up once and serve with toasted 
crackers, cheese sticks or croutons. 


CARROT PUDDING 


Through a food chopper run one 
and one-half cups chopped raw car- 


rots, one cup raw potatoes, one cup | 


chopped raisins, one cup suet and 
one-half cup chopped nuts. Add one 
cup carefully washed currants and 
one cup light brown sugar. Mix 
one-half cup flour, one teaspoon so- 
da and one teaspoon salt and add 
to the first mixture. 

Turn into greased pudding molds, 
filling them about three-fourths 
full. Cover closely. Bake in a slow 
oven for three or four hours. Cool 
slightly and serve with vanilla lem- 
on sauce. 


BROWN SUGAR MUFFINS 


One-half cup shortening. 

One cup brown sugar. 

Two eggs. 

One and three-fourths cups flour. 

One-third teaspoon cinnamon. 

One-half teaspoon nutmeg. 

Three teaspoons baking powder. 

One-half cup milk. 

+ One cup chopped nuts, dates and 
eaisins. 

Cream butter, add sugar gradual- 
ly, and continue creaming until 
light. Add well beaten eggs. Sift 
flour with dry ingredients, and add 
alternately with the milk; add fruit 
and nuts. Bake in oiled muffin tins 
in hot oven for 20 minutes. 


Cheese Mixture. 
Mix cream or American cheese 
with chopped parsley and pimento 
for sandwich filling. 


Left-Over Sandwich. 
Leftover meat loaf, sliced thin 
and put between slices of hot toast 
spread with a little mayonnaise or 
chili sauce makes a fine luncheon 
sandwich. Or it may be reheated 
in a little gravy and served as an 
open sandwich on two slices of 
toast. |

RECIPES FOR NEXT WEEK. 
Gumbo and Chicken. 


One large slice ham. 
One onion. 
One quart sliced tomatoes. 
One quart okra. 
Two tablespoons shortening. 
Three quarts boiling water. 
Clean and cut up chicken. Cut 
ham in small] cubes and chop onion 
and parsley. 
Skin tomatoes and chop fine, 
saving juice. Wash okra, cut off 
stems and cut in half-inch pieces. 
Put shortening in heavy kettle 
and when hot add chicken and 
ham. Cover closely and simmer 10 
minutes. 
Add chopped onion, parsiey and 
tomatoes, drained from juice, stir- 
ring frequently to prevent scorch- 
ing. Add okra and when well 
browned add tomato juice. 
Add boiling water, cover and 
simmer about an hour longer or 
until chicken is tender. Serve hot 
with boiled rice. 

Creamed Cucumbers. 
Two large cucumbers. 
Salt. 
One tablespoon butter. 
One-fourth cup evaporated milk. 
Wash and pare cucumbers. Cut 
into strips about 2 inches long, then 
into quarters or sixths, depending 
upon size of cucumbers. Steam 
until tender, about 45 minutes. Sea- 
son with salt, pepper, butter and 
milk. 

Liver with Vegetables. 
Two pounds sliced beef liver. 
Two tablespoons bacon drippings. 
One cup small onions. 

Two cups diced carrot. 

One quart small potatoes. 

One tablespoon celery top. 

Two tablespoons flour. 

Two teaspoons salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon pepper. 
Prepare vegetables, cover with 
boiling water, and cook for 20 min- 
utes; then put into a baking dish 
or casserole with the stock in which 
vegetables have been cooked; add 
one tablespoon of flour mixed with 
cold water. Cover with the liver 
prepared as follows: Remove skin 
and veins from liver; cut into con- 
venient pieces; sprinkle with salt, 
pepper and flour; put into a hot 
pan with fat and sear quickly over 
a hot fire. Cover dish and bake 
in a slow oven for one hour. Serve 
in casserole.

OFTEN THIS MONTH 


Flavor at Its Best, Prices Low 
and Supply Plenti- 
ful. 


Never have tomatoes tasted better 
than just now, so why not slice 
them every day in one way or an- 
other before the season wanes? 

There are many possibilities for 
this wholesome favorite, as the fol- 
lowing recipes indicate: 

Tomato and Squash. 

Cut two small summer squash, 
one tomato and one onion in small 
pieces and cook a few minutes in 
two tablespoons fat in hot pan. 
Lower heat, cover pan and cook 
slowly for about 30 minutes until 
vegetables are tender. Season with 
salt, pepper and a dash of chile 
powder. 
“ Broiled Tomatoes. 

Select firm tomatoes, cut in thick 
slices, brush over with melted but- 
ter and broil gently under flame. 
Season when about half done and 
lay a slice of uncooked bacon over 
each slice of tomato, returning to 
broiler to cook bacon. 

Three large tomatoes, one 
water. 

One finely minced onion, 
Two-thirds teaspoon salt. 
One-sixteenth teaspoon pepper. 
One cup soft bread crumbs. 

One tablespoon minced green 
pepper, optional. 

Two tablespoons buttered crumbs. 
* If fresh tomatoes-are used cut in 
small pieces and cook 15 minutes 
with water; with canned ones this 
is unnecessary. Combine onion, salt, 
pepper, crumbs, green pepper and 
tomatoes. Turn into baking dish, 
sprinkle with buttered crumbs and 
bake 20 to 30 minutes in moderate 
oven. 

Tomatoes With Asparagus. 
Four tomatoes. 

One small cucumber. 
Two tablespoons vinegar. 
One-half teaspoon salt. 
One-quarter chopped celery. 
Remove the skins from firm to- 
matoes and scoop out the insides. 
Peel and dice cucumber. Add vine- 
gar and salt and let stand one 
hour. Drain well, and use part of 
vinegar liquid equally divided in 
each tomato shell. Mix the cucum- 
ber with the celery and fill toma- 
toes with the mixture. Place on 
lettuce leaf. Put a small mound 
of asparagus on one side of to- 
mato in a green pepper ring. Cover 
with French dressing. 

Tomato and Salmon. 
Scald six large, firm tomatoes, 
peel and chill. Cut a slice from 
each and carefully remove part of 
the pulp, using a teaspoon. Flake 
one-half pound can of salmon and 
mix with one-half cup diced cel- 
ery, one-quarter cup sliced stuffed 
Olives, one teaspoon lemon _ juice 
and about two tablespoons mayon- 
naise. Fill the tomatoes with the 
mixture, top with a spoonful of 
mayonnaise, and a half a stuffed 
olive and serve on crisp, small let- 
tuce leaves or on a bed of shredded 
cabbage mixed with French dress- 
ing.

Stuffed Baked Tomatoes. 
Take large ripe tomatoes, cut off 
stem ends and take out centers. 
Fill with a stuffing made of one 
cupful of bread crumbs, one-third 
teaspoonful of salt, dash of pepper, 
onion and parsley to taste, two ta- 
blespoonfuls of melted butter, one 
tablespoonful of sugar. Place the 
tomatoes in a pan without water 
and bake in hot oven 30 minutes. 


Grilled Tomatoes. 
Cut three tomatoes in halves, 
sprinkle cut sides with salt, pepper 
and three slices of minced bacon. 
Spread six rusks with butter and 
prepared mustard, and heat. Place 
tomatoes on greased pan and bake 
in hot oven until tender. Serve on 
rusks. 

Deviled Tomatoes. 
Six fresh tomatoes. 
One and one-half tablespoons 
butter. 
One and one-half 
flour. 
Three-fourths cup milk. 
One five and three-fourths oz. 
can deviled ham. 
Salt, pepper. 
Two cups hot, boiled rice. 
Two tablespoons melted butter 
(for crumbs). 
One-half cup crumbs. 
Two tablespoons grated cheese. 
Dip tomatoes in boiling water 
one minute, then peel. Place stem 
end down and carefully scoop out 
centers from blossom ends. 
Melt one and one-half tablespoons 
butter, add flour and mix together. 
Add milk and cook until thick, 
— constantly to prevent burn- 
ng 
Add scooped-out tomato centers, 
deviled ham, salt and pepper to 
taste and the boiled rice. Fill to- 
matoes with mixture. Place in bak- 
ing dish. 
Cover tops with mixture of two 
tablespoons melted butter, crumbs 
and grated cheese. Add just enough 
water to pan to prevent burning. 
Bake 30 minutes in a moderate 
oven (375 degrees F). Serves six.

CITES LOW TAXES 
IN MISSOURI CITIES 
OWNING UTILITIES 


D..C. Rogers Says Rate is 
$1.15 in 10 Towns With 
Private Operation, 68 
Cents in 10 With Public. 


In an address before the Civitan 
Club at Hotel Statler today, Daniel 
C. Rogers of Fayette, Mo., attorney 
for the Missouri Association of Mu- 
nicipal Utilities, gave figures show- 
ing lower municipal tax rates in 
Missouri cities owning their water 
and light plants, compared with 
cities where these services are pro- 
vided by privately owned utilities. 

First he mentioned 10. cities 
where both water and light are 
served by private companies and 
in which the annual tax rate for 
municipal purposes for the last 10 
years has averaged $1.15 on the 
$100 of assessed valuation. The cit- 
ies in this group were St. Joseph, 
Aurora, Joplin, Springfield, Excel- 
sior Springs, Carrollton, Nevada, 
Louisiana, Jefferson City and Lex- 
ington. 
In 10 cities owning their water 
works, but not their light plants, he 
said the annual municipal tax rate 
was 83 cents, or 32 cents less than 
in the first group. These cities 
were Brookfield, De Soto, Washing- 
ton, Trenton, Boonville, Moberly, 
Kirksville, Liberty, St. Charles and 
Maryville. 
The third group of 10 cities, own- 
ing both water and electric plants, 
had an average annual tax rate for 
municipal purposes of 68 cents, or 
47 cents less than the first group. 
Cities in the third group were Leb- 
anon, Poplar Bluff, West Plains, 
Slater, Monett, Hannibal, Chilli- 
cothe, Marshall, Fulton and Colum- 
bia. 

Cites Superior Service. 
“Municipal ownership cities,” Rog- 
ers said, “enjoy far superior light- 
ing services than are enjoyed in 
cities which must pay for their 
street lighting services out of the 
pockets of the taxpayers. This su- 
perior, free street lighting service 
varies from 25 per cent to 300 per 
cent in favor of municipal owner- 
ship cities. 
“For exemple, Marshall, Mo., a 
city of 8000 inhabitants, served by 
a municipally-owned plant, has four 
times as much connected street 
lighting load per unit of population 
as has the city of St. Charles, a city 
of 10,000 population, served by a 
privately owned utility company.” 
Rogers asserted also that among 
smaller Missouri cities those having 
municipal ownership are preferred 
as factory sites. He mentioned 
Hannibal, Marshall, Chillicothe, 
Slater, Higginsville, Marceline, In- 
dependence and Carthage as stand- 
ing high as centers of factories and 
industries. 

No Jokers, Tricks, Ballyhoo. 
“Actual records of these munici- 
pal ownership cities,” he said, “show 
that the industrial load in each of 
them is substantially greater than 
the industrial load in other Missouri 
cities of equal size, when compared 
with records of privately owned 
companies on file with the Public 
Service Commission in Jefferson 
City.” 
Declaring that the “triumphant 
march of municipal ownership will 
proceed,” Rogers said: “There are 
no jokers, no tricks and no baliyhoo 
in municipal ownership. Fifty-odd 
of the most prosperous and best 
governed cities of Missouri are en- 
joying the benefits of municipal 
ownership of electric light plants; 
still larger numbers own water 
plants.” 

Municipal ownership cities have 
to struggle against “the false prop- 
aganda” of the power companies, 
Rogers said. 

“Notwithstanding the accusation 
made by some of the privately 
owned power company executives, 
that there are a lot of tricks, jok- 
ers and ballyhoo about municipal 


ownership,” he said, “the fact re- 
mains unchallenged that the mu-

For many years other Almas have 
been sending that same question to 
this column. Last February “The 
Private Secretary”’—35, intelligent, 
highly efficient and flat broke— 
heaved a bomb when she asked if 
we'd advise her to take a position 
as a domestic servant, all other 
positions being closed. Her friends 
had told her that if she did she'd 
“forfeit her standing forever’—and 
warned her that she’d “have to live 
like a coolie.” But if she didn’t, 
she’d starve. So then what? 

We, too, handed her question on, 
and our files are still scorching 
with the answers. For months we 
have been waiting for a chance to 
spring them. Now Alma has sup- 
plied it. Here they come, and if 
you don’t like rough reading you’d 
better skip what follows. 


“YOU’LL BE TREATED LIKE 
A SLAVE,” cried one. “The aver- 
age American wife has never been 
used to a maid in her own child- 
hood. She is determined to get her 
money’s worth, and gratify her own 
conceit, when she does achieve a 
servant. She no longer even tries 
to help herself. Just watch ‘the 
lady of the house’ throw her 
her 
rage if you hint that the children 
should be trained to do their own 
picking up. 

“WILL YOU BE BRANDED? 
Yes, you will. No matter what you 
may say or honestly believe about 
the wholesomeness and dignity of 
housework, you will be regarded as 
a moron if you ever engage in it 
professionally. Just try to find a 
job as a private secretary if you've 
once been a cook! It would be 
easier for an ex-con to be placed. 


“PRIVACY? There’s no such 
thing! Your room is in any old 
corner of the house, regardless of 
its decent sanitary or lighting ar- 
rangement. For furniture, you 
have broken down discards that no- 
body else can use. I visited the 
woman's quarters at San Quentin 
penitentiary. The cells there are 
‘salons de luxe’ in comparison with 
the average maid’s room, and the 
criminal enjoys 100 per cent more 
privacy.”

Pass the Scepter To and Fro. 

With an aggressive type of hand, 
when your partner responds imme- 
diately with two no trumps, the con- 
trol of the bidding must pass from 
one to the other according to the 
sequence of constructive bids and 
sign-offs. Though your partner has 
done the jumping, yours may well 
be the master hand, both in bidding 
and play though you hold minimum 
primary values. With an abnor- 
mally aggressive hand—I mean with | 
5-5-3-0 distribution or a six-card 
suit, bid boldly, imaginatively, and, 
above all, informatively. 


Study This Bidding. 


In a recent tournament at the 
historic Merion Cricket Club, near 
hiladelphia, the North hand was

Avoid the One-Over-One Here. 

North should respond with two 
no trumps. This is the kind of 
hand with which I avoid the one- 
over-one. If we are to play the 
hand in no trump—and for all I 
know at this time, the opener may 
have a four-card heart suit and a 
hand of approximately no-trump 
type except for a weak spot prob- 
ably in spades—it is essential that 
my hand be led up to at the firs¢ 
trick. We can always return to 
hearts later in the bidding. In a 
tournament it is important to play 
for the higher trick score. If I bid 
a spade one-over-one, my partner 
may havé to respond with a no 
trump, and then I will have to drive 
the bid back to hearts because of 
my club king, likely to be led 
through immediately. Therefore, 
disregard the one-over-one fetish 
and place the no-trump declaration 
in the right hand without further 
ado. 

Constructive, Informative Bidding 


South now bids, over two no 
trumps, four hearts. He says that 
he does not need normal heart sup- 
port, and that he has hopes of a 
slam. Otherwise he could bid mere- 
ly three hearts; North would not 
be allowed to pass this bid after his 
first forcing response. Next, North 
bids four spades—a definitely con- 
structive rebid showing where his 
immediate suit control is, and in- 
dicating the most important fea- 
ture of his hand for slam purposes, 
and accepting the slam try in a 
most emphatic manner. He still 
has his fine heart support up his 
sleeve. Now South bids five hearts, 
feeling sure his partner has an- 
other constructive bid in his hand 
in view of his two-no-trump re- 
sponse , 


Strategic Silence to Tempt a 
Double. 


South deliberately refrains from 
bidding his clubs or making a “cue 
bid” in diamonds, as there would be 
no hope of a double if he did so. 
Over five hearts, North bids six 
hearts, showing some support for 
this suit and disclaiming any other 
immediate suit control beyond 
spades. He knows South wishes to 
play the hand at six, even if the 
slam should hinge on some finesse 
or possibly a break of the spade 
suit. Now South bids seven hearts, 
feeling that at the worst he will 
have a club finesse for it. They may 
even lead a club, or a diamond suit 
can perhaps be set up and spades 
may break. As you see, the hand 
was a lay-down. Some who bid the 
hand in this sound but strategic 
manner were doubled, as East held 
ace-king of diamonds and five 
spades to the jack-ten.

. Intestinal Tuberculosis 


HE germ of tuberculosis can at- 
T tack any portion of the body. 

Its site of preference is, of 
course, the lungs, but cases of tu- 
berculosis of the eye, the nervous 
system, the kidneys and the intes- 
tinal tract are not uncommon. 


Tuberculosis of the intestinal 
tract is usually a complication of 
tuberculosis of the lungs. 


As such it makes the prognosis 
of the patient rather serious, for in 
tuberculosis, or, as it has been ap- 
propriately named, consumption, 
the wasting of the body is an out- 
standing feature, and when the 
gastro-intestinal tract is affected 
the patient is placed under a heavy 
handicap. 

Not so many years.ago when a 
tuberculous individua] also devel- 
oped intestinal tuberculosis, his 
case was considered almost hope- 
less. At the present time, how- 
ever, the outlook for the tuber- 
culosis sufferer who also develops 
intestinal complications is more op- 
timistic. 


The early diagnosis of tubercu- 
losis of the intestinal tract is made 


possible through the use of the 
X-ray. 

Clinically, the suspicious signs 
are a slight rise in temperature 
without an increase of lung symp- 
toms in an individual known to 
have tuberculosis of the lungs; 
failure to gain weight on a suitable 
diet; digestive disturbances, such 
as prolonged or marked loss of ap- 
petite; the regurgitation of food; 
nausea and vomiting; slight abdom- 
inal discomfort, constipation or 
constipation alternating with diar- 
rhea and marked nervousness. 


A tuberculous individual suffer- 
ing any of these symptoms should 
suspect the possibility of intestinal 
complications, but, of course, these 
symptoms may exist without an in- 
volvement of the gastro-intestinal 
tract. 

In the treatment of intestinal tu- 
berculosis, the ultra-violet lamp, 
sunlight and high vitamin diets 
have proved beneficial. 


These treatments, however, must 
be applied carefully.
